With $2,000,000 Profits at 
Stake, Senator’s Federal Per- 
mit for Railroad Lapses Dec.31 


FACES MUCH OPPOSITION 


Great Northern Paper and Two 
Roads Against Project—Canada 
Also Involved. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 


BANGOR, Me., Dec. 12.—Senator 
Arthur R. Gould, who is facing an in- 
vestigation by the Senate to determine 
his fitness to retain his seat, must fi- 
mance his projected railroad across 
Northern Maine and begin construction 
before Dec. 31 or the certificate of 
public convenience and necessity ob- 
tained by him after a determined fight 
before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission will lapse. Failure means the 
loss to him of from $1,000,000 to $2,000,- 
000. . 

e new line is one of the: chief is- 
sues in a battle between powerful indus- 
trial, railroad and political interests 
for the control of an almost virgin ter- 
ritory of approximately 6,000 square 
miles, or nearly the size of Massachu- 
setts. It contains the greatest dmount 
of undeveloped water power and the 
heaviest stand of timer remaining near 
the Atlantic seaboard of the United 
States. Involved in the development 
of this area is the unsettled question 
between the United States and Canada, 
which has already once led to blood- 
shed, of diverting the headwaters of 
the St. John River so that they flow 
southerly through Maine instead of 
north and east through New Bruns- 
wick, as is their natural course. 


The factor whicn will determine suc- 
cess or failure in the building of Sen- 
ator Gould’s Quebec extension railroad, 
which is to run 112 miles across the 
Aroostook County wilderness and con- 
nect at both eastern and western ter- 
minals with the Canadian Pacific 
System, is the attitude of the Inter- 
national Paper Company, which owns 
25 per cent. of the timberland in that 
section, 
acres. 

About a week before the _ special 
Maine primaries in October when Sen- 
ator Gould was nominated by the Ee- 
publicans as successor to the late Sen- 
ator Bert’ M. Fernald, the Senator 
was told by A. R’ Graustein, President 
of the International, that the company 
would not support the railroad project.

A final and favorable decision from 
Mr. Graustein is hoped for by Governor 
Brewster not later than Dec. 22 when

Before agreeing to reconsider, Mr. 
Graustein told Governor Brewster 
there were various concessions the 
International would have to. receive 
from the State of Maine.

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Smithsonian to Give Seven Pyrheliometers ; 
To Observatories to M easure H eat of Sun 





‘WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Seven sil- 
ver disk pyrheliometers—sun meters— 
will soon be shipped by the Smithson- 
ian Institution to observatories in In- 
dia, ‘Switzerland, Germany and the 
United States. The world has come to 
regard these instruments as ‘‘stand- 
ard’’ for measuring the heat of the 
sun at the surface of the earth, and 
their universal acceptance emphasizes 
the leading position of Smithsonian 
scientists in the study of solar radia- 
tion. 

These pyrheliometers were invented 
and perfected by Dr. C..G. Abbott, 
Assistant Secretary of the Smithsonian 
during his researches in solar radia- 
tion, and are made only at the insti- 
tution. Fifty of them have found their 
way since 1913 to Government and pri- 
vate observatories here and abroad. 

The basis of the sun meter is a 
blackened silver disk the size of half 
a dollar and three times as thick in 
a tube with a small aperture to per- 
mit the entrance of a sunbeam. The 
disk absorbs the rays and is warmed. 
A cylindrical bulb thermometer is in- 


serted in the silver disk to record the

effect of the rays. To check the accu- 
racy of the silver disk instruments, 
Dr. Abbott invented a waterflow pyr- 
heliometer, a more complicated and 
delicate instrument with a precision 
to ten-thousandths of a degree. 

One of the rarest achievements to 
the credit of the Smithsonian astro- 
physicists was the measurement of 
the sun’s heat at a point fifteen, miles 
above the earth’s surface. 

To accomplish this, Dr. Abbott pre- 
pared a modified form of silver disk 
pyrheliometer .for’ attachment a 
pair of sounding balloons of expansi- 
ble dental rubber. In cooperation with 
the Weather Bureau balloon experts, 
this was released by T. B. Aldrich, 


of The Smithsonian staff, of Omaha, | 


in 1914. It ascended 15 miles and au- 
tomatically recorded the intensity of 
solar radiation where 24-25tns of the 
atmosphere lay beneath it. It was 
picked up safely in Iowa, 150 miles 
distant from its starting point. 

Besides the pyrheliometers, 
Smithsonian has perfected the bolom- 
eter, which measures the heat of the 
separated rays of the spectrum record- 
ing temperature changes to one-mil- 
lionth of a degree.

Great Power Area at Stake. 


The Allegash and the St. John 
River basins in Northwestern Maine, 
along the border of Quebec, form a 


vast potential waterpower developing 
station on a plateau approximately 
1,000 feet aboye sea level. About 500,- 
000 horsepower already has been har- 
nessed and an equal amount remains 
undeveloped: The plateau is divided 
by a watershed. On the north side the 
St. John River flows for 100 miles 
through Maine, for seventy-five miles 
along the boundary between Maine 
and New Brunswick and for the re- 
mainder of its course through the lat- 
ter province. 

In 1840, to the chagrin of Canadian 
lumber interests, a dam twenty feet 
high was built at Chamberlain Lake 
and the headwater of the St. John 
was partially diverted through ‘the 
Telos Canal into Grand Lake and the 
east branch of the Penobscot River 
in Maine. Chamberlain and Allegash 
lake waters now flow down the Penob- 
scot, instead of down the Allegash 
River to the St. John. River, as nature 
intended. 

Canadian lumbermen along the St. 
John and Allegash Rivers protested in 
vain. In 1909 they attacked Maine 
guards at Chamberlain Lake and dy- 
namited the dam. This action was 
upheld the following year by Canadian 
members of the International Commis- 
sion and Canadian rights to the flow 
of water northward have been con- 
tinuously asserted The projected de- 
velopment is expected here to result 
in fresh representations at Washing- 
ton from Canada. 

Senator Gould proposes to construct 
his new electric road westward 
through this section. It would connect 
at Washburn, the eastern terminal, 
with the Canadian Pacific, and at 
the western end in the Province of 
Quebec with the Quebec Central, a 
subsidiary of the Canadian Pacific, 
which connects at Sherbrooke, Quebec, 
with the Boston & Maine. 


Maine Roads Oppose Project. 


The Bangor & Aroostook and Maine 
Central both fought the issuance of 
the certificate by the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission, alleging the road 
would draip Maine of pulpwood for the 
benefit of mills at. Niagara Falls and 
Watertown, N. Y., and in Quebec, and 
that Maine mill owners and their own 
railroad systems would be injured. The 
certificate was issued only after Sen- 
ator Gould announced his willingness 
to abandon a plan for giving the Can- 
adian Pacific preferential freight 
rates and making them the same for 
both the Canadian road and the Ban- 
gor & Aroostook. 

The Quebec Extension Railroad, ac- 
cording to Senator Gould’s plans, will 
cost from $5,000,000 to $6,000,000. The 
Canadian Pacific has agreed to guar- 
antee the interest on $4,000,000 worth 
of bonds. To raise the remainder of 
the money the Senator has entered into 
an agreement with all of the timber 
land owners in the territory, save only 
the International Paper Company, 
which has been the stumbling block 
and upon which now depends the suc- 
cess of the whole venture. 

Under the terms of this agreement 
Senator Gould expects to sell permits 
for timber and hardwood which will 
enable him to own from $1,000,000 to 
$2,000,000 worth of stock in the road 
free and clear. Me has signed a con- 
tract to supply wood at $2 a cord to 
manufacturers at Niagara Falls who 
are now paying $6 a cord for it in Can- 
ada. For a long time the Coe and Pin- 
gree estates, which are among the 
largest of the timber land owners, 
stood out, but they at length consent- 
ed to enter the agreement. It was 
tacitly understood the International 
would cooperate until Mr. Graustein’s 
adverse decision was made in October. 

In order to prevent rival Canadian 
interests from entering the _ field 
against them, the International has be- 
gun the development of a hydroelectric 
plant at Grand Falls, on the St. John 
River in New Brunswick, a few miles 
over the Maine border. It is expected 
that from 25,000 to 100,000 horsepower 
can be developed and that the’ even- 
tual investment will be approximately 
$20,000,000. Grand Falls is said to fur- 
nish the greatest potential source of 
water power East of Niagara, with the 
exception of the rapids on the St. Law- 
rence River. 


Maine Repeals Mill Act. 


The Maine Legislature, at the in- 
stance of Governor Brewster, repealed 
the Mill act, as far as the St. John 
River is concerned. The act permits 


the storage by mill owners of waters 
above their property. Unless the law 
were repealed, it was feared in Maine 
that the Canadian mill interests would 
develop all of the water storage for 
their own benefit and to the detriment 
of this side of the international 
boundary. — 

Governor Brewster has confidential 
information, so a person closely in 
touch with him said today, that the 
International is considering an immédi- 
ate power development on the Fish 
River, in Maine, and that it will sell 
this power to Senator Gould for his 
railroad, providing Mr. Graustein de- 
cides to enter the timberland agree- 
ment. The International is said to be 
more interested in the question of 
water storage than in the disposal of 
its timber holdings in the area to be 
opened up. It is in this connection 
that Governor Brewster, it is reported 
here, has been asked by Mr. Graustein 


} to obtain legislation for him. 


It will be necessary for the Inter- 
national to hold what water storage 
it has in Maine for certain periods 
of the year and, during them, to bring 
power into Maine from Canada. It 
will require authorization by the Maine 
Legislature to ship any power out of 
the State. It is said that Mr. Grau- 
stein has practically told Governor 
Brewster this is his price for coming 
to Senator Gould’s rescue. It is main- 
tained by the Maine authorities that 
the Joint International Boundary Com- 
st has no jurisdiction in the mat-

from which it can obtain pulpwood is

This phase of the situation brings 
further complications in the hostility 
of the Great Northern Paper Com- 
pany, which has what was once the 
world’s largest newsprint mill at Mill- 
inocket on the line of the Bangor & 
Aroostook Railroad. The Great North- 
ern owns approximately 1,000,000 acres 
of spruce lands on the Penobscot River 
waters, east of the Allegash and St. 
John basins. It is said to look with 
longing eyes toward the pulp wood 
supply in that region and to feel that 
the International is encroaching upon 
its territory. 

The Gould railroad, in the view of 
the Great Northern, would drain that 
section of what wood the International 
does not take, as it would all be 
shipped westward over the Canadian 
Pacific to Watertown, Niagara and 
Quebec mills. 

What active steps the Great North- 
ern intends to take to protect what 
it regards as its interests has not thus 
far been disclosed, but the company 
is credited here, where its general of- 
fices are, with a disposition to throw 
any monkey wrench that is available 
into the machinery.

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IN THE PAROLE LAW 
Conwnissioner Alger Favors a 
Full-Time Board to Better 
Administration. 


MORE OFFICERS NEEDED 


| He Sees Too Much Speed and Too 


Few Tests in Releases—Super- 
vision Inadequate. 


j 
ALBANY, Dec. 12 (4).—George W. 
Alger, ‘who investigated the State pa- 
role system as Special Commissioner, 
appointed by Governor Smith after the 


criminal, finds that the system as a 
whole is ‘fan under-manned moral 
gesture,’’ and that the parole law is 
not being properly enforced, due to un- 
warranted actions and perfunctory 
methods on the part of members of the 


4 Parole Board. 


His report, made public tonight, adds, 
however, that ‘it is wholly unfair to 
conclude from the results that parole 
has been tried and found wanting.”’ 

The Commissioner makes _ several 
recommendations for improving the 
system, chief among which are the 
abolition of the present part-time board 
and the appointment of three full-time 
paid commissioners and of additional 
parole officers. 

Discussing the theory of parole and 
its administration in the State, Mr. 
Alger recalls that the law sets as the 
test for parole the determination by 
the board as to -whether there is 
“reasonable probability’? that the ap- 
plicant ‘‘will live and remain at liberty 
without violating the law.” 

‘‘To apply this test to the individual 
case,’’ says the report, ‘‘places upon 
the board what is, at least, a difficult 
duty. I do not find that this duty has 
been met by the board or seriously 
has been attempted. The Chairman of 
the board very frankly testified: before 
me as to the past and present policy 
of the board, to the effect that even 
after the ‘tightening up,’ as he ex- 
pressed it, within the last year, the 
board’s policy was to put out on parole 
every prisoner at the earliest possible 
moment\at which he might be pa- 
roled, except those who had violated 
prison rules, those convicted of . rob- 
bery with a dangerous weapon and 
sex offenders against women.”’ 


Finds Misconception of Duty. 


Asserting that the board has held 
that to keep'a man in prison after the 
expiration of his minimum sentence 
would be, in a measure, to usurp the 
functions of the court, Commissioner 
Alger says he ‘‘cannot follow this in- 


terpretation.”’ 

“The law does not tell the board,”’ 
he says, ‘‘to assume anything about 
the operation of the judicial mind in 
the fixing of the sentence. It does not 
authorize any substitute for the diffi- 
cult duty of finding ‘a reasonable 
probability that the applicant for pa- 
role will remain at liberty without vio- 
lating the law.’” — — 

“Tf the mere failure to violate prison 
rules during the minimum period of 
prison,’’ continues Commissioner Al- 
ger, “‘is substantially the sole test for 
determining whether a man is given 
parole, the substance and spirit and 
purpose of the Parole law, and, still 
more, the essential part of its poten- 
tial value as an incentive to reform, 
are wholly lost.’’ 

“This fundamental misconception of 
duty lies at the heart of our parole 
system in State prisons,’’ he adds. 

Commissioner Alger says he has been 
impressed ‘‘with the general non- 
informatory character of the average 
parole file’’ as a basis of the board’s 
determination as to whether the pris- 
ones if paroled, will not violate the 
aw. 

Parole supervision, after the board 
has acted, is insufficient, Commis- 
sioner Alger finds. He praises the 
Prison Association,.the Catholic Pro- 
tective Society, the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, the Salvation Army and 
the Prison Committee of the Chris- 
tian Science Church for their work 
in. this connection, but thinks all are 
overburdened.

BELGRADE, Dec. 12.—The funeral of 


via,“ was held here today, under con- 
ditions recalling the darkest days 
through which he led his country, the 
great work he achieved and the dif- 
ficulties left for his successors to over- 
come. , 

In a plain, golden oak casket the 
body of the aged statesman who for 
twenty years was almost absolute mas- 
ter of Yugoslavia was carried on an 
artillery carriage with the greatest 
pomp the country could provide, 
through two miles of the streets of the 
capital, to the new cemetery. 

There it was deposited, amid masses 
of flowers and wreaths, in a chapel, 
pending the completion of the mau- 
soleum which is expected to receive it 
on Tuesday. 

The sky was of a cheerless slate 
color. A sharp and damp breeze 
chilled the tens of thousands who 
stood for hours to pay their last re- 
spects. 

The casket-laden limber lurched over 


cobblestones eloquent of the unre- 
paired ravages of that war. 


Services in Cathedral. 


The. funeral began at 8 A. M. in 
Belgrade’s Greek Orthodox Cathedral, 
where Patriarch Dimitrie and twenty 
high prelates, clad in gorgeous purple, 
red and blue brocade, embroidered 


with gold, officiated at an impressive 
mass. ° 
Eulogies followed from the Patriarch, 
the Minister of Public Health, M. 
Miletitch, representing the Cabinet, the 
—— of Belgrade and other digni- 
es. 


The cortege was formed, led by an 
officer carrying a wooden cross, ac- 
companied by another bearing a silver 
tray full of steamed wheat, which, fol- 
lowing an old Serbian custom, was 
distributed by spoonfuls in the cem- 
etery to the crowd to eat. Then fol- 
lowed the national flags, which always 
had been crowded with final victory 
under Pashitch. Next were two royal 
guards resplendent in red and blue uni- 
formg and carrying on a purple cushion 
a wreath from the King, with the 
Yugoslav flag covered by a black veil 
as the centrepiece. 

On another cushion in the procession 
after leaving the church came a huge 
wreath of massive gold from the Rad- 
ical Party founded by M. Pashitch, the 
local branches of every town in the 
country each contributing one leaf. At 
least 100 other great wreaths of 
flowers, each carried by two men, fol- 
lowed. Distinctive among them was 
one of thorns representing the Serbian 
Comitajis. Another was without leaves, 
symbolical of the Bosnian Mohamme- 
dans. Four trucks brought the re- 
maining floral tributes. 

Next came soldiers carrying sixteen 
cushions, on which were displayed all 
the decorations M. Pashitch had re- 
ceived from various nations. A com- 
pany of naval cadets and a company 
of marines—Pashitch gave his country 
a seacoast—both smart in.dark blue, 
appeared. Then three companies of 
infantry and a male choral society in- 
toning a hymn . Altar boys with em- 
blazoned emblems of the Greek Church, 
a score of prelates, then six horses 
drawing -the gun carriage on which 
the casket reposed without a single 
flower. 

King Alexander, clad in a general’s 
uniform, accompanied -by Prince 
Paul in formal civilian attire, walked 
immediately behind the coffin at the 
first stage of the procession and then 
dropped out and went to the royal pal- 
ace. 

‘Lived to Rebuild Belgrade. 


Some of these streets over which the 
body of M. Pashitch was carried were 
not even country roads when he was 
born in 1845, or when fifty years ago 
he began his political career. 

Then Belgrade was a struggling Bal- 
kan village capital. He lived to see 
nearly all the progress it had made in 
sixty years wiped out by the war in 
a few days. He lived to rebuild it all 
on a much greater scale in about six 


ears. 
aay his body was carried through 
the capital of his dream—the capital 
not of Serbia alone, but of the South- 
ern Slavs united by his statesmanship 
for the first time in history. 

An endless array of new -buildings 
testified to the monumental character 


of his achievements. 
Ragitch Stays Away. 

The. absence in his stronghold—Zag- 
rad—of Pashitch’s post-war rival, Ste- 
phen Raditch, although he sent his 
nephew and another representative of 
his Croatian Party at the last minute, 
shows that all the bitterness born of 
Pashitch’s policy of consolidating Yu- 
goslavia is by no means buried with 


him. : 
Both Raditch’s absence and yester- 
day’s incident, when a Serbian crowd 
booed his representatives who called 
to express consolation for Pashitch’s 
family, have created a painful impres- 
sion, greatly increasing the difficul- 
ties of the current ministerial crisis. 

The fact that the funeral was 
hastened to such an extent that many 
of the statesman’s provincial peasant 
admirers were unable to attend also 
causes much comment. Originally it 
had been planned to have the funeral 
on Tuesday, when the mausoleum 
would be ready, and it is understood 
that the family desired this date. It 
is not known why the Government 
suddenly changed the plans, but every | 
one ascribes it to ‘“‘political reasons,’’ 
and some .well-informed persons say it 
was feared that the presence of masses 
of passionate peasant supporters of 
Pashitch’s would lead to a repetition 
of such incidents as yesterday’s on a 
larger scale and making a delicate 
situation worse.

A party of spiritists visited ‘New- 
land Corner Saturday evening and 
held a seance by the bushes where the 
novelist’s abandoned car was found.

Miss Una Crowe Disappears. 


Another missing-woman mystery was 
added today to that of Mrs. Christie. 


Miss Una Crowe, the second of three 
daughters of the late Sir Eyre Crowe, 
Permanent Under Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, has disappeared 
from her home in Chelsea. 

No explanation for her disappearance 
has been suggested and her mother | 
and sisters are in a state of great 
anxiety. ; 

Miss Crowe left her home Saturday 
morning and as she did not return at 
night her mother made inquiries 
among friends with whom she might 
have stayed for the night. They had 
neither seen nor heard from her. As 
nothing had been heard from her 
daughter today, Lady Crowe consulted 
the police who have begun an investi- 
gation. 

At a late hour tonight there was no 
clue. Miss Crowe is 20 years old and 
a girl of considerable ability. She suf- 
fered a nervous breakdown after her 
father’s death last year. Tonight 
Scotland Yard officials are in congul- 
tation with Sir William Tyrrell of the 
Foreign Office, who is acting in behalf 
of the girl’s family.

HE URGES RED REVOLUTION 


Advises ‘Unity, Banning Foreign 
Bank Notes and Breaking 
Foreign Treaties.

HANKOW, Dec. 12.—The greatest 
mass meeting ever seen in Hankow 
yesterday welcomed General Borodin, 
Bolshevist adviser to the Canton Gov- 
ernment. It lasted five hours, during 
which he was addressed by labor lead- 
ers, merchants and students from three 


separate. platforms. 

On the main platform were General 
Borodin, Mrs. Sun Yat Sen and Sun 
Ko, widow and son of Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen, Eugene Chen, Canton Foreign 
ae and leading Nationalist Min- 

ers. 

General Borodin was the chief speak- 
er. In excellent English he said the 
revolution is half completed, but that 
a very great task remained, namely, to 
unify the country under one_revolu- 
tionary government and thus secure 
for the masses ‘‘better finances, more 
pay for the workers, less taxes and an 
improved trade.’’ 

There were, he said, difficult prob- 
lems ahead in regard to labor and fi- 
mance and the securing of independ- 
ence. The Nationalist Government, 
which is moving to Wuchang, would, 
he said, prevent the people’s capital 
from flowing out of the country, and it 
intends to make capital flow back to 
the Chinese by using their own capital 


’ to build railways and develop trade. 


It intends to abolish paper money 
and foreign bank notes and ‘“‘insure a 
gzound financial position.’’ 

He urged the laborers to consolidate 
their unions, backed up by the Nation- 
alist Government. He then called for 
a showing of hands in support of the 
revolution. The immense crowd was 
unanimous. 


Against “Charter of Slavery.” 


Borodin declared his support of the 
Government would ensure its indepen- 
dence of the imperialists. It is impos- 
sible, he said, for the nation to pro- 
gress until it is freed from imperialist 


oppression. The unequal treaties must 
be abrogated. 

Finally, he urged his hearers to show 
their unity in order to help destroy 
the charter of Chinese poverty—the un- 
equal treaties. 

Altogether, thirty-three speeches 
were made, and of these twenty-eight 
were anti-British in tone. The ver- 
nacular press estimates that 300,000 
persons were present. 

There have been extraordinary 
changes here since the aavent of the 
Cantonese. Virtually the entire work- 
ing population of Hankow, Hankang 
and Wuchang has come under the 
control of some 260 labor unions 
formed in the past two months. These 
unions are affiliated with the General 
Labor Union, an aggressive extremist 
organization under the direction of the 
Political Bureau, which in turn is part 
of the headquarters staff of General 
Chiang Kai-shek, and stationed here 
for the express purpose of organizing 
labor agitation propaganda. 

Laborets, in many cases, are reluc- 
tant to combine against their employ- 
ers, but have been coerced or intim- 
ated into joining the movement, it is 
charged 

There followed a succession of 
strikes for large increases in wages 
and degrees of control by the striking 
unions which, if accepted, would have 
left the employers almost without au- 
thority over their own business. 

The effect upon trade and industry 
here has been disastrous and at one 
time it appeared as if the situation had 
got beyond the control of the civil au- 
thorities. 

At this stage important Chinese com- 
mercial and financial interests ad- 
dressed themselves to Chiang Kai- 
shek, pointing out that any further 
development of such a labor policy 
would result in the total paralysis 
of trade, and urging less force by 
the unions. 

This appeal led to the appointment 
of a special commission representing 
all concerned to regulate the situation, 
and while strikes continue and un- 
rest among laborers is still fomented, 
ynion demands are not so insistent. 


Cost of Living Soars. 


Some consequences of this labor 
movement are instructive. The wages 


of all lower class workers have been 
increased by an average of about 50 
per cent., the cost of living has gone 
up enormously, and the high charges 
of labor, it is alleged, have stifled en- 
terprise and put large numbers out 
of work. 

A concrete case is the cost of mov- 
ing certain goods from Hankow across 
the Yangtze to Wuchang, a distance 
of three miles, which exceeds the 
freight charges on the same goods 
from New York to Shanghai. 

One of the prime necessities of the 
new rulers is money, and all public 
and. private enterprises have been 
taxed, the former by 20 per cent. and 
the latter by anything up to 75 per 
cent. A tax equaling an entire 
month’s rent has been imposed on a 
house and other property, to be col- 
lected from the tenants or owners. 

The confiscation of property owned 
by sympathizers ~f the previous ré- 
gime has been colossal, it is asserted. 


Armies on the Move in the North. 


PEKING, Dec. 12 (#).—The Kuomin- 
chun (People’s Army), which has been 


partially -eclipsed since the loss of 
Nankow Pass in August, has pene- 
trated the Province of Shensi, driving 
back General Lieu Chen-hua, entered 
Honan Province at Tunghwan, and are 
advancing toward Shenchow, the ter- 
minus of the Lunghai railway. 

Liu has asked fruitlessly for aid 
from Marshal Wu Pei-fu and General 
Yen Hsi-shan. He is now appealing 
to Marshal Chang Tso-lin. 

Wu Pei-fu is helpless owing to in- 
subordination in his ranks and Yen 
Hsi-shan is apparently unwilling to 
do more than defend his own Province 
of Shansi. 

There is no reliable news of the 
Sianfu siege. There is reason to be- 
lieve that it is still beleaguered, the 
Kuominchun invading Honan having 
advanced by the northerly route, while 
the Shensi unit still encircles suffer- 
ing Sianfu. 

Alarmed at the threat from the west, 
Ankuochun war lords (new Peking Al- 
liance) are mobilizing at least 50,000 
men from Manchuria along the Peking- 
Hankow line. 

Chang Tso-lin is urging Wu Pei-fu 
to permit their entry into Honan. It 
is described as virtually an ultimatum 
to Wu to fight or make way for those 
who can. 

Changchow, Honan, is thus the cen- 
tre on which four advancing armies 
threaten to converge, the Kuominchun 
from the west, the Manchurians from 
the north, the Cantonese from the 
south and the Shantungese from the 
east. |

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 12.—Robert Pes- 
quieria, who flew from Mexico City to 
San Antonio, Texas, last week to meet 
oil men in conference there,’ issued a 
statement today in which he said that 
the majority, if not all, of the foreign 
oil companies operating in Mexico 
would comply: with the alien land and 
petroleum laws, over which a contro- 
versy has arisen between Mexico and 
the United States. 

Sefior Pesqueira is regarded as an 
intermediary between the Calles Gov- | 
ernment and the oil men. He was 
agent for the Carranza Government. 

The report persists here that the 
Mexican Government will suspend for 
several months the operation of the 
laws, which were slated to go into ef- 
fect next month. 

Friends of both Governments have 
been working along these.lines in or- 
der to prevent a possible break in dip- 
lomatic relations. 

A representative of one oil company 
said this evening that it was true that 
several companies had prepared to 
comply with the laws, but that they 
had not as yet signea tne applications, |- 
though they were ready to do so ata 
moment’s notice. 

He said the American companies 
were waiting for the State Department 
to declare itself on whether it would 
protect them against the loss of their 
properties or merely advise them to, 
use their own judgment. He said that 
if the State Department would guaran- 
tee them against loss, the companies 
would not denounce their rights, but 
that otherwise they would be forced to 
—** with the law to protect them- 
selves.

SYDNEY, N. 8S. W., Dec. 12.—The 
great bush fires raging in New*South 
Wales already have. laid -waste.250 
square miles. While there have been 
heavy losses in grain, stock and grass, 
so far only one. death has been re- 
ported. 

The town of Marulan had a ‘narrow 
escape from destruction. Flames swept 
toward the town from the forest. e 
whole male population fought dogg 
j to-stem them, but were forced back. 
The streets grew hot and thick with 
smoke. Reinforcements were rushed 
from the mearest town. Women and 
children formed a second line of de- 
fense, water and food to the 
fire-fighters all night long. The wind 
changed when the fire was at the edge 
of the town and saved the situation. 

From Wellington it is reported that 
flames thirty feet high are racing over 
the country. At Albury, where 800 
men are fighting the flames 10,000 
bags of wheat and 100 miles of fenc- 
ing have been destroyed. The whole 
population of Coollam are working to 
beat back the fire from the town.

PRAISES OF FAITH SUNG 


Cries of ‘“‘Long. Live Christ!” Fill 
Church—Troops Line Roads, 
but Crowd Is Orderly. 


MEXICO CITY, Dec. 12 (4).—Mexi- 
€o’s great holy day, commemorating 
the traditional appearance of the coun- 
try’s patroness, the Virgin of Guada- 
lupe, to a poor Indian four centuries 
ago, was observed solemnly throughout 
the country today. 

Although for the first time in history 
- this shrine of the Blessed Virgin, like 
all Catholic Churches in Mexico, was 
without services by priests, she was 
honored by probably the largest crowd 
ever gathered in her namé in Guada- 
lupe, a little town about two and one- 
half miles from Mexico City. 

More than 100,000 congregated peace- 
fully at the shrine, and some estimates 
of the crowd exceed twice that num- 
ber. The majority were Indian pil- 
grims from all parts of the republic, 
but there was an unusually large num- 
ber from the upper classes. 

The crowds were so great that the 
custom of crawling upon the knees 
@long the roads approaching the church 
and advancing prostrate within it was 
prohibited by the Catholic laymen 
gerving as volunteer directors, because 
this would have blocked the already 
densely congested traffic and prevent- 
ed many from even getting near the 
church. 

From long before dawn until late at 
might an unceasing procession, jam- 
ming the church to its utmost capac- 
ity, wound its way past the shrine. 
Constantly chanting as they passed 
along, often a thunderous chorus of 
voices shouted praises of the pilgrims’ 


religion. 
Roads Are Choked for Miles. 


Above this unceasing chant of thou- 
Sands, one of the throng would cry: 
*‘Viva Christo Rey!” (Long live Christ, 
the King!) The great building would 
reverberate with an answering roar of 
**Viva Christo Rey!” 

“Viva Papa!’’ (Long live the Pope!) 
the voice would repeat, and again 
would come a ringing repetition from 
the multiude. Similar tributes would 
follow for the Catholic Church, the 
Archbishop' of Mexico and the Virgin 
of Guadalupe. 

Outside the church every road and 

trail .was packed for miles with pil- 
grims coming and going. Many of 
them .had tramped great distances 
across the freezing mountain passes 
by night and under the-blistering sun 
by day. 
Extraordinarily thorough precautions 
to prevent disorders had been taken 
by the authorities. Soldiers and police 
lined the highways, with heavy reserves 
stationed at every crossing. Every man 
and every automobile approaching 
Guadalupe was searched for arms.

MEXICO KEEPS SILENT 
ON NICARAGUAN CHARGE

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 12.—Mexican 
Government officials continued silent 
today on the charges made by Presi- 
dent Diaz of Nicaragua in a manifesto 
issued yesterday in which Sefior Diaz 
charged that Mexican Government of- 
ficials were outfitting a military expe- 
dition to aid the Liberal revolution- 
aries in their attempt to overthrow his 
Government. 

The Foreign Office last night charac- 
terized the charges as ‘‘too absurd’’ for 
official comment and this is the only 
statement so far forthcoming from 
Government circles.

Men forget, the poet assures us,

NO ARMY MANOEUVRES. 

The United States cannot find money 
to meet the expense of army manoeu- 
vres in May. With $25,000, the War 
Department could have authorized war 
games in cooperation with the fleet on 


cavalry. and. horse. artillery surprised 
a less mobile force, There were days 
when fog swallowed up the, airplanes 
and. mimic battle became a trial of 
wits. ‘There were other days when 
owing to deep mud the tanks proved 
to be a disappointment. Again in 
these manoeuyres the machine gun 
demonstrated its superior value. All 
kinds of experiments. were tried with 
the new weapons. Smoke screens were 
used in assaults upon batteries. Anti- 
aircraft gunnery was sometimes ef- 
fective. Units were tested in various. 
kinds of terrain. Similar exercises 
would give the United States Army 
and the Guard a familiarity with: the 
new weapons under battle conditions 
which they are now denied. 


WHAT TO DO ABOUT THE TOMBS. 

Grand Juries are required by law to 
“inquire into the condition and man- 
“agement of the public prisons of the 
“county.” So they speak with a 
measure of authority, and the present- 
ment of the November Grand Jury is 
of -particular significance because it 
embodies the conclusions of an inquiry 
into conditions at the Tombs revealed 
by the recent attempt at jail delivery 
there. The chief trouble, aecording 
to the jurors, is that the prison is 
undermanned. This confirms the 
judgment of the Commissioner of Cor- 
rection, the Commissioner of Ac- 
counts and prison experts generally, 
who have repeatedly urged the. need 
of additional keepers. One to ten pris- 
oners is too low a ratio, particularly 
in this day of gang and gunman, 

The Grand. Jurors vigorously con- 
demn the practice of allowing inmates 
of the Tombs to -keep a lot of money 
in their possession, Convicted pris- 
oners always have their money taken 
away from them, but the Tombs was 
long thought to present a somewhat 
different case because most of those 
incarcerated there were not convicts, 
but persons awaiting trial. Many of 
them are pretty desperate characters; 
however, and in the belief that the 
protection of the public was para- 
mount Commissioner WALLIS secured 
an opinion from the Corporation Coun- 
sel last Summer authorizing him_ to 
put this weapon of corruption out of 
the reach of his charges. The Grand 
Jurors approve this move. They also 
protest against that overcrowding 
which is recurrently the bane of the 
Tombs, and urge the city to expedite 
the construction of new penal institu- 
tions on Riker’s Island. 

One detailed recommendation the 
Grand Jury makes which has not ap- 
peared before in the Current discus- 
sion. It seems that in the Tombs and 
elsewhere electrical apparatus is in 
charge of prisoners specially deputed 
to this work. In the event of any 
night jail delivery plot these men, if 
in the conspiracy, would be in a posi- 
tion to further it by throwing the 
whole institution into darkness. The 
Grand Jurors do not relish that pros- 
pect and suggest that all work of this 
nature be entrusted to civil employes. 
The report also suggests that the 
keepers are underpaid. That is a 
point for the consideration of the 
Board of Estimate. Salaries today 
range around $1,500. You cannot buy 
incorruptibility, but everything pos- 
sible should be done to encourage 
self-respect.

Your editorial pays ceremonial 
homage to free speech, for instance, 
at the same time that you imply that 
a distinction may fairly be drawn be- 
tween free speech for respectable peo- 
ple and free speech for blatherskites. 
Some public-spirited citizen might per- 
form a valuable service by proclaim- 
ing boldly that he does not believe 
in free speech for others than him- 
self. This would stimulate an en- 
lightening debate on the'subject, and 
would enable us to approach intelli- 
gently the real issue in the civil lib- 
erties ‘case, which is whether it is in 
the public interest to permit educa- 
tional officials, in addition to their 
legitimate function of instructing the 
young, to assume the power of decid- 
ing what sincere and intelligent adults 
may or may not hear and say in the 
school buildings outside of ‘school 
hours. 

After all, does it not seem somewhat 
ludicrous for any one to scent danger 
in permitting a discussion of free

DEBTS AND TAXES. 


In voting unanimously to have 
n ching to do with reduction or rebate 
ef taxes at this session of Congress, 
the Republican members of the Ways 
and Means Committee doubtless had 
mixed motives. They did not wish to 
see the whole subject thrown into the 
caldron of Congressional debate. The 
Democrats stood ready with proposals 
alternative to any that the Republicans 
might offer. This movement the ma- 
jority party desired to head off. More- 
over, the Republicans must have been 
in grave doubt whether any measure 
of their own could, considering the 
limited time at their disposal and the 
uncertainty about holding even their 
own party together, be passed even 
if it were agreed to fight for it. So 
they resolved to get rid of the bone 
of contention by throwing it out the 


window. . 


Yet there are sound reasons for the 
policy upon which the Republicans of 
the Ways and Means. Committee de- 
cided. This is to authorize and instruct 
the Secretary of the Treasury to apply 
every dollar of the surplus to redemp- 
‘tion of the public debt. It is a sure 
road to lasting tax reduction. Every 
prasad of. Government bonds paid 
estore ay, cutiting of the interest

in the West Indies. Recently the 
activities of the navy were transferred 
to.

He reported that it would be $25,000, 
rhe War Department did not have the 
amount for such a purpose. So Secre- 
tary Davis war obliged to notify Sec- 
retary WiitsurR that the joint ma- 
noeuvres on the New England coast: 
were off.. Yet if there was ever an 
army rusty for want of fielé train- 
ing, it is the present United States 
Army. 

There were no British army ma- 
noeuvres between 1918 and 1925. It

that excess can take.

FAMILIES FACE SEPARATION ||. 


Speedy Contributions Are Urged | 


to Relieve the Distressed 
Before Christmas. 


EMPLOY 


Lawyer’s Fee, Engineer’s Bonus and 
an Unclaimed Account Are 
Among Sunday’s Gifts. 


Contributions of $3,371.53 increased 
the total-for the neediest cases yester- 
day to $69,553.02. The fund is far from 
its goal. The amount so far received 
is $190/000 less than last. year’s total 
of. $260,998.26. 

Help is sought this year for hun- 


dreds of afflicted families. The fund | 


of a year ago not only provided for the 
100 printed cases; but for 245 addi- 
tional ones. The aim this year is to 
extend relief on an even larger scale. 
Contributions must’ come in a great 
volume to make this possible. A fall- 
ing off in large gifts for the neediest 
has been noted in the last three days. 
Scores of large and thousands of small 
contributions are needed to make sure 
that the crusade to end the unmerited 
distress and suffering of New York’s 
meediest cases will be pressed more 
vigorously than ever before, 

The hundred neediest cases and the 
additional cases, for which the appeal 
is made, are those of the most afflicted 
families known to six of the leading 
charitable organizations of New York. 
The majority ofthe cases are those of 
mothers and children left without re- 
sources. Labor troubles and unemploy- 
ment are not involved. The families 
without income, either because 
there is no breadwinner or because he 
* ‘disabled by blindness, accident or 

ness. 


Relief Is Continuous. 


The relief that is given is not tem- 
porary. It is not for the holiday sea- 
son only. It lasts for a year or until 
the stricken family has recovered and 
la self-supporting again. 

Relief, as the word is used in the 


appeal for the neediest cases, means | 


steadily and continuously meeting all 
the. needs of the family. Rest for an 
overworked mother may be the great- 
est need. If so, rest is made possible 
. for her.’ Hospital or sanitarium treat- 
ment for a. sick man or woman may 
be the greatest need. Special diet for 

emnourished children threatened 
with tuberculosis may be the greatest 
need. Whatever the needs of the fam- 
ily may be they are met fully. Food, 
clothing, shelter and medical attention 
are provided. 

Comprehensive relief is given with 
the objéct of bringing about the com- 
plete recovery of the family wherever 
‘possible. In some cases good care and 
freedom from anxiety enable the 
breadwinner to recover his health. 
Light work is found for the partially 
disabled or they are trained in some 
new occupation. The health of grow- 
ing children is carefully looked after 
and older sons and daughters are 
trained and equipped to become effec- 
tive workers who will command good 
wages at an early age. 

Good homes will be saved. Mothers 
will be spared the agony of surrender- 
ing their little ones to orphan asylums. 
Children who adore their mothers 
will not be forced to separate from 
them and: live in institutions while 
contributions make it possible to main- 
tain their homes. 


Gifts Help to Save Families. 


The fate of many families depends 
on the size of the fund for the needi- 
est cases. Every contribution that is 
made will help to wipe out undeserved 
distress and misery. To withhold a 
contribution that could be made is 
deliberately to allow such distress to 
continue.

It was disclosed today that yesterday 
afternoon, after the robbery at Buda, 
Miss Bradley went to the main post- 


office in Austin and sent a registered 


package addressed to herself at the 
University of Texas station. This 
package was intercepted before it 
could. be delivered to her and was 
found to contain an automatic pistol 
oe the clip removed and $910 in 


Accused of Capital Offense. 


The specific charge lodged against 
Miss Bradley is “robbery with fire- 
arms,’ which is a capital offense in 


Texas, although the penalty has never 
been imposed, except when a crime 
involved shooting. 

As soon as her liberty was ordered, 
Sheriff George M. Allen of Hays 
County brought Miss Bradley back to 
Austin from the County Jail at San 
Marcos, thirty-five miles south of here. 
She went to the home of her mother, 
Mrs. G. EB. Bradley, with whom she 
lives, refused to make any comment 
on the case and denied herself to re- 
porters. 

Sheriff Allen disclosed, however, that 
when first arrested the girl refused 
to see her mother and sent by him 
the following message to her: 

“I’m where I belong. I'll look out 
for myself and get out of this the 
best way I can,’’ : 

At the courthouse, -while bail: was 
being arranged, Mrs, Bradley had an 
earnest talk with her daughter and 
“afterward declared that the charge 
against her was ‘‘preposterous."’ : 

Miss Bradley told her mother that 
she had had “a good night’s sleep’”’ at 
the jail. the Sheriff having provided 
her with bedding from the jury room. 

Miss Bradley remained perfectly com- 
posed throughout the trying ordeal of 
the hours that followed ‘her arrest. 
She chatted pleasantly with officers 
here and: with Sheriff Allen on the 
way to San Marcos, but carefully 
avoided all reference to the robbery. 

It was at midnight when: she and 
Sheriff Allen drove out through Buda, 
the little town where, just twelve hours 
before, a girl of her description had 
forced the cashier and bookkeeper of 
a bank into the vault at the point of a 
nistol, seized several hundred dollars 
in bills and escaped in an automobile. 

She looked at the little. one-story 
bank building which stood forth in the 
light of the street lamps and a quizzi- 
cal smile lighted her face. <A few 
hours later, on her way back to 
Austin, as she again passed by the 
bank in Buda, she gave it another 
curious glance... But on neither oc- 
casion did she utter a word, ) , 


‘Worked Way by State Service.

She.is an 
outstanding student in many respects. 
Her scholastic record has been un- 
usually high, both during the years

The fact that she managed to fill 
most acceptably a full time position as 
stenographer in the office of Attor- 
ney General Dan Moody and at the 
same time pursue her studies as a 
graduate student has led to the con-

SEES EXALTATION OF EVIL 


Contrasts Shaw’s “St. Joan” as 
, Work of Man Called Pagan, Now 
Shown in New Light. 


Dr. Stephen 8. Wise, speaking on 
“Shaw the Pagan and Erskine the Pur-~ 
itan,” at the ‘Free Synagogue, / 
negie Hall, yesterday morning, ed 
the two novels ‘‘Helen of Troy’ and 
‘“Galahad,’’ by Professor John Erakine 
of Columbia University, as ‘‘the most 
vicious books’ he had ‘‘read in a gen- 
eration.” 

Dr. Wise admitted he was giving 
free advertising to the professor’s nov- 


els, but said he felt forced to denounce 
them, as “they are the deadliest blow 
struck at Hebraism and at the life of 
standards and changeless ideals I know 
of.”” He continued: 

“They are vicious from the viewpoint 
of the youth who will read them and 
from the viewpoint of the author, who 
knows exactly what the books mean to 
those who read them. No matter’ how 
smoothly laid on the satire may be, 
the tendency is perfectly clear—that the 
quest of the human —* —* uest 
of the evil, the bad, the vicious. 
after all, is the real meaning of the 
books. Out of that grows the repudia- 
tion of the moral law, which we Jews 
know as Hebraism. 

“J think if I were a Christian in the 
same sense I am a Jew I would have 
flung down the books in abhorrence. 
I have a feeling for the sanctity of tra- 
dition, which is ruined in ‘Galahad.’ ”’ 

Contrasting what he called the ‘‘Hel- 
lenistic paganism” and ‘‘spiritual sabo- 
tage’ of Professor Erskine with George 
Bernard Shaw, Dr. Wise said: 

‘It is strange that we always think 
of Shaw as the great pagan. If we 
have seen his ‘‘Joan of Arc,’ which to 
my mind is his greatest work, we have 
een this great Englishman not a pagan 
at all. He has made Joan a great spirit 
of her times, ——— her and inter- 
preting her in the background of her 
life and her religion. ‘Joan of Are’ is 
the creation of a great spiritual figure. 

“On the other hand, what does the 
writer of ‘Helen of Troy’ do? He glor- 
ifies Helen’s casting aside of moral 
standards and makes his book the 
tragedy of an unsatisfying and insuf- 
ficient husband," 

Declaring he *‘would rather commend 
almost any notoriously salacious vol- 
ume to young people than these semi- 
Lombrosian-Freudian books,’’ Dr. Wise 
continued : 

“If I thought ‘Galahad’ represented 
typical information which the colleges 
and universities of America are giving 
to young men and women, I think I 
would willingly shut every one of 
them.’’ 

Professor John Erskine said last 
night that he would not reply to Dr. 
Wise’s attack on his books, at least at 
present,

Complica- 
tions really begin when the Count Pa- 
sada, impersonated by Mr. eigen, 
arrives and is told to go to his wife 
suite. But even this might have re- 
sulted in mere humiliation for Julie 
had not the real Countess. herself. ap- 
peared upon the scenes with a. pistol 
she was obviously only too eager to 
fire.

Quite a number of titles in the past 
have been appended to the current pic- 
torial att-action at the Mark Strand.

Among its 
previous names was “The Charleston 
Kid,”’ and incidentally it is an adapta- 


tion of Gerald Beaumont’s story, ‘‘Even 
Stephen.” 

The blonde in this transcript of a cer- 
tain phase of life is Dorothy Mackaill. 
The brunette is Louise Brooks. The 
brace of heroes are both dark. They 
are portrayed by William Collier Jr. 
and Jack Mulhall. 

This is a story in which the dual 
title means something, for it does refer 
to Coney Island, besides having a 
blond heroine. It is a yarn without a 
villain; a tale of two friends, and 
one of them, Kid Scotty, makes the

A wise old negro told the hero’s 
mother that her son was in the sport- 
ing goods business, working from 7 to 
11. Actually, James O’Connor at that 
moment derived his livelihood from 
shaking dice in Coney Island. Like 
most of these young men who are 
caught in the opening chapter sowing 
their wild oats, James takes stock of 
the error of his ways and forthwith 
banks a ~-:ere matter of $4,000 and ac- 
cepts a decent position. Hence for the 
balance of this tale Mr. O’Connor was 
making himself as sympathetic as pos- 
sible. He goes up in an airplane with 
Jeanne Cavanaugh (Miss Mackaill) 
and does not appear to be in the least 
nervous, not even when it becomes 
known that the under-carriage of the 
machine has been detached through a 
brush with the telegraph wires.

FISHER AND HOLMES DEBATE 


Professor Wants Us in League, 
Pastor Does Not. 
Professor Irving Fisher of Yale Uni- 
versity attracted a capacity audience 
of 1,500 persons to the Community 
Church, Thirty-fourth Street and Park 
Avenue, in a debate last evening with 
the pastor, the Rev. John Haynes 
Holmes, on the .advisibility of the 


United States entering the League of 
Nations. 

Professor Fisher said the League had 
proved its efficacy by settling seven 
internaticnal disputes that might easily- 
have precipita a world war, .and 
that refusal of the United States to 
lend its aid was the only reason that it 
was not stronger. 

Dr. Holmes termed the League “a 
speck on one of the wheels of the 
chariot of war,’’ and a camouflage be- 
hind which the evil doings of European 
politicians were hidden. No league 
can do good, he said, until international 
law is rewritten to outlaw war as a 
crime and the present diplomatic sys- 
tem in Europe and economic imperial- 
ism ended.

Suspension of Old Act. 


In 1897 the Crow’s Nest Pass act 
granted specially reduced rates to 
Western Canada grain moving east 
and certain commodities westbound to 
the farmers | “townspeople on the 
prairies. Under ‘the: War Measures 
act the Crow’s Nest Pass law was 
suspended from 1919 to 1922, when it 
further ‘was suspended as far as west- 
bound commodities were concerned, 
but reduced rates on grain moving 
east were brought back. 

This led to a protest which was an 
outcome of changed conditions on the 
Pacific Coast. When the act was first 
passed there was no considerable grain 
export business via Pacific ‘ports and 
no provision was made for special 
rates on export grain going in that 
direction. However, great quantities 
of grain are now shipped to the Orient 
and through the Panama Canal. Ac- 
cordingly, British Columbia,: Alberta 
and Saskatchewan claimed the same 
reduced rates on westbound grain as 
prevailed on the eastbound, which the 
railways objected to on the contention 
that it cost more to operate through 
the mountains. 

British Columbia has been shipping 
considerable quantities of fruit, par- 
ticularly apples, to the markets of the 

rairie provinces, Ontario and Quebec. 
British Columbia accordingly is also 
asking that schedules on eastbound 
fruit be fixed with a view to develop- 
ing this interprovincial trade. 

The provinces of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward Island 
objected to the rates on their prod- 
ucts going to Central Canada and also 
asked that special consideration should 
be given in the schedule to encourage 
Canadian shoppers to route their 
products through Canadian ports. 


Hearing to Be Protracted. 


In addition to the above, several 
lesser points of contention were re- 
ferred to the Board of Railway Com- 


missioners, which has been ‘taking evi- 
dence in various parts of Canada and 
has now returned to Ottawa to con- 
clude the case. The arguments are 
expected to extend well into the Win- 
ter, perhaps until March. 

After the order in council was is- 
gued the board brought in a lower 
schedule on grain going to Pacific 

rts. The board divided on it and 
Ecce was considerable opposition from 
the shipping interests at the head ot 
the lakes and the railways. However, 
it is expected that the judgment of 
the Commissioners at the conclusion 
of the present inquiry will cover this 
and all the other rate troubles which 
have agitated the shippers for so long 
a time. 

In a country with such broad ex- 
panses as Canada with comparatively 
sparse populations, the freight rates 
have a lot to do with the general 
prosperity, and accordingly the finding 
will be awaited with great interest.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE 





Trading in the foreign exchanges 
last week, so far as activity and rate 
changes were concerned, continued to 
centre in the French and Italian de- 
scriptions. Both established new high 
prices for the year on a tremendous 
turnover which engaged the attention 
of bankers and dealers here and 
abroad. 

A good deal of the stimulus for the 
rise was traceable to operators on the 
Continent, for degpite the even tenor 
of the march back to normal financial 
and industrial conditions there were 
those who were speculatively depress- 
ing the exchanges on the slightest pre- 
ext. 

This was fairly obvious in the case 
of the franc when. a misinterpreted 
dispatch concerning the pound basis 
for the franc for budgetary purposes 
led to heavy selling, only later to 
develop into hasty repurchases on a 





refined reading of the document. 


In the lira, a drive against the 
“‘ghorts’’ by agencies affiliated with 
the Government turned the week-end 
trading into a speedy reaction upward. 
Traders familiar with the manoeuvres 
in both the franc and the lira inti- 
mated that London, Amsterdam, Ger- 
man and Swiss speculators were 
severely drubbed on the transaction. 

The movement in sterling and the 
Continentals was more orderly, as these 
were on the outside of the influences 
affecting the French and Italian. 
Business in these descriptions was dull 
and rate changes narrow. In the sil- 
ver currencies there was a strong 
undertone with the rise in the metal, 
while the Brazilian milreis suffered a 
sharp decline on reports of a stabili- 
zation under the prevailing market 
price. Canadian dollars were also eas- 
ier, this dovetailing with .the closing 
of navigation and te flow of funds 
this side of the Dominion line.

Nation-wide: merchandising of in- 
terior woodwork on the frinciple of: 
modern. seda cracker distribution and 
sale is one of the innovations 1927 will 
introduce to the building . industry, 
according to Allen E. Beals in the cur- 
rent Dow Service Daily Building Re- 
ports. 

Patent and copyright applications 
have been filed in Washington; and, 
in Chicago, before the week closed, a 
national distributer of fine house trim 
and millwork closed with the New 
York projectors of the idea to atock 
dealers from coast to coast with a new 
waste-and-mar-proof method of retail- 
fing interior woodwork for most any 
kind of building. In effect, it gives 
building material dealers without trim 
mills many of the advantages of yards 
with the well equipped sash, door and 
mill working appliances. 

There is a home-harmony side to this 
novelty in building material purchas- 
ing that has been strangely neglected 
heretofore, but the projectors of the 


package idea of selling interior wood- 
work have seized upon it. 

It seems that when most newly-weds 
move into the newly-built homes their 
wedding-gift furniture quite often con- 
flicts with the trim they have more} 
or less casually chosen. The furniture 
man, therefore, has been the harmon- 
izing mainstay of the perplexed house- 
holders and has charged for his furni- 
ture accordingly. 

Under the package plan the newly- 
weds’ and the old-timers’ homes will 
be built around their motley furniture 
by the simple process of ordering from 
the building material dealer so many 
packages of Philippine ‘‘mahogany,”’ 
for instance, to match the parlor suite, 
a given number of packages of oak 
for the dining room, five of birch for 
the bedroom, seven of cypress for the 
spare room and halls, six pines for 
the kitchen and bath and of chestnut 
three for the porch. 

Out of the forests, where the trim 
wood is cut, the logs are carted, dried 
and processed, then packed into long, 
narrow cardboard boxes, each contain- 
ing clean wood trim. 

Building material dealers have in the 
past paid freight and storage on much 
material that could not be used. Every 
* car of mixed trim has meant to them 
a certain percentage of dead loss. Time 
has been lost cutting and fitting, as- 
sorting and assembling, all of which 
the home builder has had to pay for, 
and yet to him it has represented 
nothing but a continuous loss and 
waste for the life of the job. 

Heretofore, when an order of trim 
has reached the dealer, eleven differ- 
ent patterns have had to be hunted 
for, assorted, measured, cut and de- 
livered. In the new package plan, the 
necessary pieces are automatically cut 
at the mill from perfectly selected and 
cured woods. Long storage in open 
sheds is avoided, for it is then that 
the weather paves the way for future 
warping. The trim, carefully wrapped 
in cartons, prevents deterioration and 
marring. Each package will be plainly 
marked as to size, kind of wood, num- 
ber of pieces in the package and what 
part of the trim it belongs to. 

There is still another side to this 
innovation—the elimination of waste. 

Builders and owners often have dis- 
covered, too late to save thém the cost 
of re-ordering and re-setting, that im- 
portant pieces of trim have been 
thrown out as waste or burned in the 
watchman’s brazier, in the long, chill 
hours of the night. Trim lengths ly- 
ing about the job awaiting use have 
their edges bruised or their surfaces 
marred and are often placed in the 
wall in such condition before being 
discovered by the owner. The con- 
struction of the package, with cor- 
rugated paper interior, prevents this 
damage and waste. 

Pilferage is further minimized be- 
cause checking is made easier and far 
more accurate. The compactness of 
the package makes it possible to store 
large quantities of the material in 
smaller space because the packages 
will stack much more securely than 
loose boards of varying surfaces and 
sizes. 

The new way of selling trim extends 
the principle of handling heavy timber 
and lumber announced in this column 
early this year and which has since 
come into extensive use in this city. 

The National Fireproofing Company 
at the week-end advised building ma- 
terial distributers of an increase in 
hollow fireproofing clay tile touching 8 
per cent. over present quoted prices 
on deliveries after March 1, 1927. 

Present delivered price quotations 
continue to apply on deliveries prior 
to the first of next March, however. 

Hudson River common brick manu- 
facturers have been caught with a 
freeze-up of navigation earlier than 
ever before, with only thirty-six barge 
loads under cover in this market. It 
is the earliest interruption of brick 
flow from this district to this market 
on record.

The danger of transporting the Bry 
moth on this material is not 
overlooked by the Conservation Sone 
mission. The dead-line, over which 
this material must not pass, unless 
accompanied by a proper certifi- 
cate of inspection, will be main- 
tained again this year. The line ex- 
tends east and west for some fifty 
miles along the Northern New York 
and international boundary and south’ 
from the Canadian border to Long 
Island Sound. Any attempt to bring 
trees or greens from north or east of 
this line, without proper inspection, 
is a violation of the quarantine regu- 
lations and the carrier is subject to 
fine, as well as loss of material. 
Those regulations apply to a carrier 
of a small amount of material, as well 
as to those handling large quantities.

Street, 
so that a committee could have time 
to arrange and distribute the presents. 
Some of the little gift-bearers appeared 
with their own offerings, while others 
who had. donated as a family group 
had to use an automobile for the safe 
delivery of their presents. 

For a year these children had col- 
lected and saved their funds for this 
benefaction. They are all members of 
the Young. Helpers’ League, an auxil- 
lary of the New York City Mission So- 
ciety, which conducts welfare work 
among the children in-the district 
bounded by Rivington and East Tenth 
Streets, Avenue D and the East River.
